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The Problem of the State Budget 


Governor Heil and his associates dur- 


ing the next 30 days must draw up the 
governor's recommendations to the legis- 
lature for the 1941-43 state budget. The 
governor has indicated on many occasions 
that he is sensitive to the public demand 
for as few new expenditures as possible. 


The governor indubitably is confronted 


with a difficult job. Anyone who has ob- 
served the proceedings during the budg- 
et hearings can appreciate the magnitude 
of the task of winnowing and sifting when 
there is a total of $82,000,000 in budget 
requests. 


One fact which the governor must not 


overlook, however, is that the needs of 
governmental services do not remain stat- 


. ic. It may be perfectly justifiable and 


- necessary for certain department heads to 


demand increases in their allowances* It 


, may be unreasonable to deny them," to in- 
'• sist that the program for the next few 


years be kept at the level attained during 


- the last biennium. But while conceding 


that possibility, it must also be remem- 


- 
1' bered that there may be other parts of-the 


governmental machine which can be put 
on a reduced diet without harm. 


There are a couple of cases immediate- 


ly in point here. 


The people of Wisconsin annually pay 


a bill of more than $50,000,000 for public 
education. The Wisconsin public school 
system, elementary and secondary, ranks 
among the finest in the world. The peo- 
ple are proud of it. Nothing is too good 
for the boys and 
girls attending our 


schools. 


It is somewhat strange, therefore, that 


a highly obvious incongruity has not at- 
tracted more general notice—the incon- 
gruity of thousands of public school grad- 
uates who find nothing to do after grad- 
uation from a luxurious. and expensive 
public school system. 


The question which must be considered, 


is the advisability of cutting out a few of 
the frills in the public schools, and putting 
a little more concentration into the prob- 
lem of aiding the boys and girls who have 
left them. Governor Heil, for example, 
might consider transferring a few thou- 
sand dollars from the school aid budget of, 
the state government to the industrial ap- 
prenticeship program of the industrial 
commission, a program directed toward 
putting boys and young men into positions 
which will train them in industrial arts 
and crafts' for a life-time. 


It doesn't make sense to read reports 


of Wisconsin 
manufacturers 
importing 


tool and die makers from Detroit, at 
wages of $2 an hour, while the high school 
graduates in their home towns are stand- 
ing in line in front of employment of- 
fices, accepting dole from the government, 
and deteriorating in involuntary idleness. 


Or we might consider the University 


of Wisconsin, which wants a greatly in- 
creased appropriation. 
The regents ar- 


gue that the increases will be devoted ex- 
clusively to those departments which are 
finding an increasing employment de- 
mand for their graduating students. 


Might not the regents also consider the 


advisability of reducing the spending of 
those departments which cannot boast of 
good placement records, in order to allow 
expansion funds for the others? 


If the college of engineering must have 


more money, is it not proper to wonder 
why the university cannot suspend its 


. school of education, and leave teacher 


training to the nine state teachers col- 
leges? 


It is entirely possible that Governor 


Heil will be forced to recommend more 
generou^ appropriations for the operation 
of certain state services. But that must 
not automatically mean a proportionately 
increased total state budget. 
An alter- 


native lies in the adjustment of other state 
agencies. 


But They Must Never Get a Cent 


It is expected that Stanford and Ne- 


braska, Roscbowl nvaLs will each net 
about $150,000 from the game. With the 
exception of students, at the contestants' 
universities the 90,000 who pay for tickets 
will plunk down $4 for each pasteboard. 


The Pacific Coast Conference passed a 


rule permitting up to $50 to each player 
for the two weeks preceding the game if 
it appeared that he might have earned 
that sum at regular toil had he not sac- 
rificed the time for practice. But those 
who make a fetish of piety in athletic 
affairs lifted their eyebrows toward the 
heavenly blue and drew the corners of 


their lips down in typical Scrooge fashion 
as they emitted ohs and ahs about the 
purity of athletics. So Stanford says it 
will not avail itself of the rule and the 
fellows on its team who are earning their 
way through school and who bank on 
making a little money during the Christ- 
inas vacation wtil! sacrifice a bit more for 
dear old Alma Mater and the prejudices of 
the hidebound 
and narrow-eyed 
who 


might be better reminded of that little re- 
frain: 


"No solemn, sanctimonious face I pull, 
Nor think I'm pious when I'm only 


billious." 


A Speech From on High 


For Workers 


Those who have seen Charlie Chaplin 


in The Great Dictator will have him in 
mind as they read Herr Hitler's latest and 
proudest oratorical efforts. 
Chaplin se- 


cured a great many movies of Herr Hitler 
in action. He studied the Hitler pose and 
manner with extreme care, as an artist 
must in order to be true to character. He 
presented a boastful cock-of-the-walk, a 
finger-snapping, 
chest-pounding, 
gruff 


and growling rooster adorned with pea- 
cock feathers. 


Herr Hitler did not fail Mr. Chaplin in 


his recent blast of bombast. 
He dwelt 


heavily upon his championship of 
the 


workers of the world, trying to strike 
from their weary hands and arthritic an- 
kles the chains of plutocracy forged for 
them by Britain and America. 


The workers have certainly had some 


queer volunteer champions. But so long 
as records have been preserved, every 
tyrant, driven by relentless ambition and 
lured by greed for money or power, has 
spoken just about that same language. 
Hitler might as well have lifted a chapter 
from the life of Bonaparte. And we have 
no doubt that Julius Caesar, Attila the 
Hun, and Genghis Khan strutted before 
their people in the same manner and 
spoke the same odd medley. 


Hitler made a much better address for 


the Reds than ever spoken by Trotsky or 
Browder. And he did not forget to squirt 
plenty of venom at that sinister figure 
Known as a capitalist whose hands are 
soft, whose belly is big, and who puffs on 
quarter cigars. 


It was a great day for the workers 


who listened. With far better spirit did 
they trek their way back to fireless homes 
and eat their supper of cabbage, rutabagas 
and black bread as they dedicated their 
lives to securing some of the blessings 
of the capitalistic paradise if only Com- 
rade Joe up there in Moscow will nod 
the right way. 


The Greeks Deserve Help 


When, in- August, 1939, Berlin and 


Moscow effected a working agreement the 
Kremlin announced in its best gutteral 
manner that the little nations did not have 
rights that were to be respected when the 
leaders of big nations thought their own 
national interests might be improved by 
disregarding them. 


That was the excuse for Russia moving 


against Finland. 
And Germany nodded 


high approval as she moved to gobble up 
some desired territory too.

spire in any just judge the "conviction 
that such a people had a right not only 
to national existence but to the respect 
and admiration of the rest of the world. 


It didn't take Russia long to wipe out 


Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania in turn. 
But when Mussolini moved against the 
Greeks he found a fuming tiger instead of 
a purring kitten. 


Certainly the Finns and the Greeks are 


entitled to a sort of Pulitzer prize for ex- 
hibiting the finest trait known to civilized 
man, courage in defense of one's home and 
family. 


Greatness does not come from gold. 


In the course of events neither the Finns 
nor the Greeks could have much gold be- 
cause their countries were not fruitful 
compared to others. But they are rich in 
human gold. They have exhibited a mag- 
nificence that for the sake of humanity 
everywhere 
must be remembered and 


supported. 


Americans should gain a feeling of 


warm satisfaction in contributing to the 
present fund raised to succor the Greek 
people. 


No one merits help more. 
And any nation that will make so rich 


a contribution <o the annals of human de- 
cency and rectitude as have the Greeks 
must receive something more substantial 
than cheers which are hollow when un- 
accompanied by the sustaining "things of 
life.

• Washinf ton— Those reports about Defense 
Commissioner Sidney Hillman warring with 
the war department for giving defense orders 
to Henry Ford are only part of the inside story. 
Before he tackled the war department he did 
some plain talking to his fellow defense com- 
missioners. 


Behind the scenes, Hillman has been on the 


warpath over Ford ever since the army, with 
the approval of Defense Commissioner William 
Knudsen, awarded Ford a contract for 4,000 
airplane engines the day after election— and 
thereby put Hillman, who knew nothing about 
the transaction, on the spot 


At that time Hillman was in the midst of a 


bitter CIO fight to oust John L. Lewis, who 
used the granting of defense orders to Wagner 
act violators as one of his chief arguments 
against the president. Also embarrassed by the 
contract were R. J. Thomas, president of the 
United Auto Workers, and other union officers 
who had resisted Lewis' pressure and gone 
down the line for Roosevelt. 


Hillman raised the roof about the Ford or- 


der. He was told that, the need for plane en- 
gines was pressing, that until new plants were 
in operation, the government was compelled to 
get engines anywhere it could. Hillman accept- 
ed the explanation, but warned that the matter 
was not to be considered a precedent. Also, he 
quietly set about trying to effect an agreement 
between Ford and the Auto Workers. 


Then, last week, he suddenly discovered that 


again unknown to him, the army had given 
Ford another order. This time Hillman did no 
informal, man-to-man protesting. He demanded 
an official meeting of the defense commission, 
and forced a formal, on-thc-record showdown. 
The discussion was very illuminating. 
DIVIDED COMMISSIONERS 


Knudsen declared that the second order ac- 


tually was not a new one, merely an addition 
to the original to round it out. But then he went 
on to make it clear that personally he was op- 
posed to using the defense commission as a la- 
bor act enforcement agency. The former Gen- 
eral Motors head held that output is the only 
consideration and it is not up to the commis- 
sion to be concerned about labor law violations. 


Hillman. long-time head of 'the Amalgamated 


Clothing Workers, insisted that the commission, 
as one branch of the government, could not 
consistently do business with law violators un- 
der fire by another branch of the government. 
Also that labor had the right to demand that 
recipients of defense orders be required to 
abide by the laws of the land. 


Most of the other commissioners took a mid- 


dle position, which can be summed up as sup- 
porting Hillman wherever it is possible to ob- 
tain the needed supplies without doing business 
with a labor act violator. 


No final decision on the Ford order was 


reached at the meeting. But Hillman clearly is 
not through with the auto maker or the labor 
issue, and probably will take both matters di- 
rectly to Roosevelt. 


Note — The National Labor Relations board 


has rendered six decisions against Ford, one of 
which already has been upheld by a U. S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. 
DIES BLACKLISTED 


Representative Martin Dies, who has done a 


lot of blacklisting, has himself been put on a 
blacklist. 
• . 


He has been barred from taking out any 


books from the Washington Public Library be- 
cause of refusal to pay a fine of 80 cents for 
keeping books beyond the two-weeks period. 
The wordy Texan withdrew "They Shall Not 
Want" and "I Went to Pitt College," and the 
library had a very difficult time getting the 
books back. 


After repeated requests Dies finally returned 


them. But he refused to pay the small fine im- 
posed, at the rate of 2 cents a day, for his tar- 
diness. Making no exception to its rules, the 
library thereupon placed him on its blacklist 
until he pays up. 
ELECTION POST-MORTEM 


Four leaders in the recent presidential battle 


had a frank post-mortem while waiting to tes- 
tify before the grand jury impaneled by Dis- 
trict Attorney Maurice Milligan to investigate 
campaign contributions.

Root, young head of the Willkie clubs; John 
Hanes. one-time under secretary of the treas- 
ury. and Lewis Douglas, former budget direct- 
or, who organized the Democrats for Willkie;

"I don't worry about my figure,

Declarer won 
in his own hand with the ace, and 
laid down the spade queen in order 
to establish the king for the dis- 
card of a club. West won with the 
ace. and then presented 
declarer 


with an opportunity where none 
really existed. He returned the jack 
of spades, on the theory thats dum- 
my's king always would be good. 
As it happened, this return pre- 
sented declarer with a vital entry 
to the dummy, but he did not re- 
cognize it as such. He discarded 
his losing club, and then, instead 
of taking the unavoidable diamond 
finesse while he still was in the 
dummy, he laid down the heart 
queen. After that, even tho t h e 
adverse hearts broke 2-2 and the 
diamond king was "on side," the 
contract was hopeless. Dummy now 
was down to two low trumps. A 
successful finesse to the diamond 
lack meant virtually nothing be- 
cause East still had the suit amply 
stopped, and declarer could neither 
ruff it out nor return to dummy 
for another finesse. 


Had the diamond finesse been 


taken when the spade king was 
won. and then the heart queen util- 
lized as an entry for a second fi- 
nesse, 
dummy's 
two remaining 


trumps would have been enough to 
ruff away South's two losing dia- 
monds.

400 saving apparently

ance on utility employes with the 
mutual company also.

Hull driving SpirJfmU.S. T

WuhlHftoa— Some of our officials, much alarmed over the lag in At- 


fense preparations, have been saying everything they could i to spur all 
government defense agencies and industrialists toward the utmost speed 
for the next three months. 


Especially is it desired that no new and confusing issues be introduced 


during this critical period. That is one reason why 
the administration was relieved that the British 
knocked the Hoover food plan out by announcing a 
refusal to lift the blockade for such effort. It is one 
reason why the British finance matter is being throt- 
tled down, since there is .nothing pressing about it. 
Distracting controversy is to be avoided as far as 
possible during this period so that every effort can 
be thrown in with the extra grunt toward getting 
military supplies across to England. 


This is not a matter of our going to war. Such spec- 


ulation only confuses the purpose. The purpose is to 
help arm England so that continued resistance can 
be offered to Hitler. To be effective, in the judgment 
of some of our best informed officials, this effort must 
cupper 
^ presse<i wjth wartime speed. 


We have two kinds of effort going on now. one the long-range building 


of our defenses, the creation of an enormous defense industry, a second 
navy, a large army. The other is the immediate sending of emergency 
help to England for the spring crisis. 


There was no basis whatever for the recent rumors of an early peace. 
The British rejected such sugges- 


,ions as emphatically as they could, 
even going to the extent of regis- 
tering an almost unanimous vote 
n commons. Hitler has recognized 
the British determination to contin- 
ue the war, and in his speech last 
week tried to prepare his people 
'or a long war. He told them to be 
patient, to let him wait until he 
saw the time to strike. 
United States Stands 
Against Negotiated Peace 


This government is not sympa- 


thetic to suggestions that there be a 
negotiated peace now, feeling that 
such a peace could only be a de- 
feat for Britain. The one thing Hit- 
ler wants is to break British sea- 
power, which, if 
accomplished, 


would leave us alone with poten- 
tial enemies facing- us from both 
sides— with particular interest m 
South America, now practically de- 
fenseless. The attitude is that -so 
ong as Britain continues to fight, 
the United States should continue 
to supply equipment. That is a fix- 
ed and thus far unshaken policy 
icre. 


Since there is an impression that 


it is President Roosevelt who is im- 
pulsive and aggressive in this mat- 
ter, it may be pertinent to note that 
no one feels more strongly about 
the importance to us of British sur- 
vival than Secretary Hull himself. 
In fact during recent weeks Hull 
rather than Roosevelt has shown 
the bulldog tenacity in hammering 
at this here in Washington. 


It is no recent impulsiveness with 


Hull but a settled judgment which 
he has held from the time of Mun- 
ich. Roosevelt's interest has been 
sporadic an,d in spurts. Before he 
went away he was showing con- 
siderable hesitation about tackling 
the speedup problem in defense.

It could do much more, however, in the line of bowling pro- 
motion and in keeping the most democratic of sports on a democratic 
plane, within the reach of rich and poor alike. But enough of that. 


At a meeting this fall, because the A.B.C. rule book said so. the 


association raised thc team sanction fee from $1 to $1.50. The ques- 
tion of what to do with the money was left open. That was settled 
Sunday when the group voted it should be retained by the secretary- 
At present writing that amounts to $104. It will go higher as more 
leagues are sanctioned. 


It was brought out that the secretary deserves compensation for 


measuring alleys. It was also brought out that proprietors pay for 
alley certification work.

We've no 
quarrel with thc 60-cent price for bowling. It that's what must be 
charged, that's that.

SEA ELEPHANT 


Around the northern end of the 


earth there are polar bears, Arctic 
foxes and Arctic hares, but the 
southern end of the earth does not 
have such animals. 


If we want to find animals of 


the type called "mammals" in the 
Antarctic, we can look in the ocean. 
There we may see whales and sea 
elephants. The sea elephants spend 
most of their lives in the water but 
come to land in the breeding sea- 
son. 


A. J. Villiers, an Australian, made 


these notes about a visit to Mac- 
quarie island during the season sea 
elephants spend on land: 


"Many sea elephants lay in the 


odd patches of sunshine on 
the 


lee side of the island. On the other 
side, the number was even greater. 


"The great beefy forms were ly- 


ing on the beach and on the lower 
sides of the hills. Here and there 
two great bulls, each about 20 feet 
long, were engaged in combat. 


"The sea elephant bulls reared 


up on their tails, bellowed into the 
air. and lunged clumsily at each 
other. Often they would miss alto- 
gether, and would topple over and

roll about, making a' funny sight. 
Yet they went back to the fight 
again as quickly as they could." 


In the South Pacific, near the 


shore of the Antarctic continent, 
is a body of water known as the 
Ross sea. It was named in honor 
of Sir James Clark Ross, a British 
explorer who made a voyage to the 
region in 1839. 


In the Ross sea are blue whales, 


the largest of all animals, living or 
dead. They weigh more than any 
of the olden dinosaurs which roam- 
ed the earth vast ages ago. 


Men did not begin to hunt blue 


whales in the Ross sea until early 
in the present century. Norwegians 
under command of Captain Iver- 
son seem to have been first to cap- 
lure one of them. 


An explosive steel harpoon was 


shot from a gun aboard Captain 
Iverson's vessel at the whale. The 
big animal went far down in the 
water, struggling for freedom. Aft- 
er a time he was forced to rise for 
air, and then another harpoon was 
sent into his body. 


Within a minute or two after the 


explosion of the second harpoon, i 
the whale died. A huge chain was 
passed around him. and he was 
towed alongside the vessel.
